For  Students 
To  Beat  Utah 

A CHALLENGE  to  students 
of  Brigham  Young  University 
has  been  accepted  by  BYU  Pep 
Committee  members,  it  was 
disclosed  today  by  Tom  Reeve, 
pep  committee  chairman. 

The  challenge,  issued  by 
University  of  Utah  Students,  con- 
cerns the  building  of  bonfires  in 
Provo  and  Salt  Lake  City  this 
University  vof  Utah  stu- 
dents feel  that  “even  though  we 
have  a smaller  studentbody  we 
can  build  a larger  bonfire  than 
BYU  ever  thought  of  building,” 
Reeve  said.

This  week  the  annual  Campus  Chest  Drive 
wil  begin  at  Brigham  Young  University.  Funds 
will  be  collected  for  distribution  to  several 
charities  in  proportion  to  the  respective  budget 
of  each. 


Last  year  a considerable  sum  of  money  was 
raised  for  the  Campus  Chest.  However,  after 
the  legislative  council  approved  disbursal  of 
the  money,  several  of  the  student  legislators 
expressed  disappointment  that  an  important 
charity  had  been  overlooked. 

Mental  illness  will  affect  a large  percentage 
of  the  students  at  Brigham  Young  University 
either  directly  or  indirectly  at  some  time  dur- 
ing their  lives.  Yet  nothing  was  contributed 
for  purposes  of  combating  this  illness. 

This  was  probably  done  because  of  a hu- 
man oversight.  The  legislative  council  appoint- 
ed a committee  to  plan  for  the  appropriation 
of  the  charity  funds  and  make  recommenda- 
tions to  the  council. 

That  committee  did  not  recommend  paying 
'money  out  of  the  Campus  Chest  to  aid  in 
mental  health  .programs. 

Now  this  newspaper  does  not  intend  to  be 
outspokenly  in  favor  of  a cause  that  does  not 
deserve  such  attenion.  To  prove  the  worth  of 
:such  charity,  it  is  suggested  to  whoever  ap- 
points the  Campus  Chest  committee  that  the 
committee  be  requested  to  take  a tour  of  the 
. Utah  State  Mental  Hospital.

Young  University  through  schol- 
arship aid'  total  846  this  year,  ac- 
cording to  Selby  Clark,  chairman 
of  scholarships. 

Scholarships  are  divided  into 
three  main  groups,  BYU  awards, 
awards  by  private  institutes  is- 
sued through  BYU,  and  cash 
awards  made  to  students  with  no 
limitations  as  to  where  the  stu- 
dent must  attend. 

Brigham  Young  University  ex- 
tended' 532  scholarships  for  the 
current  year,  Clark  stated.  These 
included  high  school  scholarships, 
four-year  scholarships,  education 
scholarships,  and  junior  college 
scholarships. 

The  scholarships  being  award- 
ed this  year  for  the  first  time  are 
•he  Scholarships  for  Juniors, 
and  the  Scholarships  for  Sopho- 
mores. Each  scholarship  is  re- 
newable for  one  year  on  the  basis 
of  scholastic  standing,  Clark  said.
